WITH THE NEW MEXICO SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF IN A STUDY OF THE

FEASIBILITY OF INSTITUTING AMERICAN SIGN LANGUAGE CLASSES FOR

GRADES SEVEN THROUGH TWELVE.

WHEREAS, the public schools are obligated to provide

education to any citizen and to make education accessible to

all; and

WHEREAS, communication handicaps such as deafness are

severe constraints on educational access and equal opportunity;

and

WHEREAS, courses are offered in foreign languages by the

public schools; and 

WHEREAS, American sign language is readily learned and

offers hearing-impaired people the opportunity to be more fully
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integrated into the society of others; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE

STATE OF NEW MEXICO that the state department of public

education be requested to cooperate with the New Mexico school

for the deaf in conducting a study of the feasibility of

establishing instructional courses in American sign language

throughout the state's public schools in grades seven through

twelve; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the state department of public

education report its findings and recommendations to the

legislative education study committee by December 1, 1997; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that copies of this memorial be

transmitted to the superintendent of public instruction, the

president of the New Mexico school for the deaf and to the

director of the legislative education study committee.
